EXTREME CARE NEEDBD.— 
Unfortunately, glass hat a habit 
of cracking just as the l«tt hoi* 
1* being bored. Drilling glass I* 
a tedlou* job, to ity th« lent, al- 
though there are two method* 
by which It «»y be don*. 


The first 1* by allowing hydro- 


fluoric acid to eat It* way 
through, and tli* lecond 1* the 
old-fashioned method of drilling 
with carborundum and turpen- 
tine. 


In both cases th* panel, after 


being cut to kite, muit be spotted 
with a glasvcuttlng tool for loca- 
tion of hole*. 


When using the drilllnf meth- 


od*, patience 1* surely a virtue; 
without It, cracked panel* will be 
the reward. The material* re- 
quired are a hand drill, a three- 
cornered flle and a (mall quan- 
tity of carbornndna, and some 
turpentine, which can be ob- 
tained at any paint supply house. 


The rery tip «nd t* broken oft 


th* three-cornered file, and the 
remaining length, which should 
not he longer than three inches, 
is clamped In the hand drill and 
used the *»rae a* If drilling hard 
rubber. A light pressure 1* used 
anil fairly high spaed. 


Frequent application* of tur- 


pentine mn*t b* mad* to the 
point. Alternation* can b« made 
from th« flle point to that of a 
plec* of pointed carborundum 
fattened in the same manner In 
the drill. As the drilling pro- 
ceeds, llghtar and lighter pre»- 
ture must be naed, a* the glats 
1* naturally weakened at the 
point of drilling. It I* suggested 
that the constructor try drilling 
n hole or two In some scrap glass 
to get the "knack" before he 
tries it on an expensive glass 
panel.

What Booneaborough i« to Ken- 


tucky, the Alamo Is to Texas, and 
both are more than the most famous 
forts In their respectlre states. They 
are, monuments to the memory of two 
great 
American - frontier heroes- 


Daniel Boone and Davy Crockett— 
they are national shrines. 


The Mission of San Antonio de Va- 


lero, commonly called the Mission del 
Alamo 
(Alamo being the Spanish 


word for cottonwood tree) was found- 
ed by the Franciscans In 1703 and af- 
ter various rwnovala was established 
In Its present location In 1722. Soon 
after the outbreak of the Texan War 
of Independence la 1833 ttie Alamo 
was seised by the Texans. 


Its commander early the next vesr 


was Lieut. Col. William Barrett Tra- 
vis, a young Carolina lawyer. Asso- 
ciated 
with him was Col. James 


Bowie of Georgia and of Bowie knife 
fame. They had only about 140 men 
but in February thtre came a wel- 
come reinforcement In the person of 
Davy Crockett, accompanied by some 
of his neighbors from Tennessee. 


On Febrnarj 23, 1856, Santa Ana, 


the dictator of Mexico, appeared be- 
fore the fort and demanded its sur- 
render. Tt»ris answered with a shot 
from his cannon and a defiant hoist- 
Ing of his flag. The Mexican leadec 
had more than 4,000 men but he did 
not care to risk an assault so erected 
batteries and opened fire 


For eleven dajs the siege was con- 


tinued with heavy losses for the 
Mexicans but without a single casu- 
alty among the defenders. 
In the 


meantime Travis' appeals for help 
brought to the Alamo Col. James But- 
ler Bonhsm. who slipped through the 
lines of the besiegers, and a detach- 
ment of 32 men. led by C»pt. J. W. 
Smith, which cut its w»y through. 


Finally on March 6 Santa Ana erd- j 


ered a grand assault by a picked force ' 
of 2JXQ men. Two attacks were beat 
en back by the desperate Texans bu 
the garrison, weakened by the long 
vigil and lack of food, could not hur 
back the third attempt. The Mexicans 
swsrmed over the walls and for the 
next fe* minutes there followed one 
of the most desperate hand-to band 
encounters e^er fought on the Ameri 
caa continent. When It' ended only 
five of the ISO defenders were left 
alive and they were Bounded, help 
lesn prisoners. By command of Santa 
Ana th»y were killed at once.
